ME antient City of . Cheſter, which Pto- 
lemy calls Dux ANNA, and Antoninus, 
Deva, from the River on the Banks of 
which it ſtands; The Britong, Earn Legion, 
Carr Lieon Faws, Carr LION ar Doprrx 
Dwy, that is, the Camp of the 7 Le- 
gion on the Dee; is now called Chefeer, 
or Weſt-Cbeſter, from its weſterly Situations 


It is ſituate in Longitude, 20 Degrees, 23 
Minutes; and in Latitude, 53 Degrees, 11 
Minutes; and is 182 Miles from London. 


Lucian the Monk, who lived almoſt 600 
Years ago, ſays much in Praiſe of this City; 
and Drayton, in his Palyolbion, celebrates the

Cheſter, with ref to its Situation, the 
Salubrity of the Air, the Convenience of the 
Rows, the Regularity of the Streets, the 
delightful Pleafantneſs of 'the Walls, and 
the Proſpects of the adjacent Country, me- 
rits the Notice of the Man of Taſte, claims 
the Attention of the Antiquary, and courts 
the Admiration of the Stranger. 


© The City is of a ſquare Form, which evin- 

© ces the Origin to have been Roman, being 
© in the Figure of their Camps, with four 
Gates facing the four Points, four princi- 
©-pal Streets, and Variety of leſſer, croſſing 
© the others at right Angles, dividing the 
© whole into leſſer Squares. The wn w 
© built 
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built on a ſoft Freeſtone Rock, high 
© above the circumjacent Country;' and are 
ſaid to have been built by the Mercian 
Lady Etbelfleda. 


© The Structure of the faur principal 
Streets is without Parallel; they run direct 
from Eaſt to Weſt, and North to South, 
© and were excavated out of the Earth, and 
© funk many Feet beneath the Surface, 
© The Carriages are driven far below the 
© Level of the Kitchens, on a Line with Ran- 
ges of Shops, over which Paſſengers walk 
in Galleries, which the Inhabitants call 
© The Rows, ſecure from wet or heat. In 
the Rows are likewiſe Ranges of Shops, 
and Steps to deſcend into the Street. 


Cheſter may ſeem to a Stranger to be thin- 
ly inhabited; becauſe whilſt he walks in the 
Row, he does not ſee the People that walk 
in the oppoſite Row, and in the Street: It 
contains upwards of Fourteen Thouſand 
Seven Hundred Inhabitapts. The principal 
Part of the City is built on a dry Sand 
Stone Rock. To whatever Cauſe it may 
be attributed, it is certain, that the Propor- 
tion of Deaths among the Inhabitants is 
only as One to Thirty-one; which is a ſtrong

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Evidence that there are few Towns or Cities 
in the Kingdom, whoſe Situation and Air, 


give greater Proofs of Health and Lon- 
gevity. mY 


Higden, in his Polychronicon, ſays, In this cyte 
ben ways under erthe, with vowtes and ſtone 
works wonderly wrought; thre chambred werks. 
Grete ſtones I grave with olde mennes names 
therein. There is alſo Julius Cxzak's name 
wonderly in ſtones grave, and other noble mennes 
names alſo, with the wrytynge about: But of 
theſe there are no traces now remaining. 


Cheſter was a Place of great Conſequence 
in the Time of the Romans, and to them we 
owe the Art of Cheeſe-making. The famous 
twentieth Legion, ſtiled, Valeria, and Viiirix, 
being placed here, after the Defeat of Boa- 
dicea, by Suztonius, Julius Agricola formed 
a Colony here, and called it Colonia Devana. 


There have been ſeveral Roman Altars 
found here; one now in the Poſſeſſion of Mr. 
Dyſon, erected by Flavius Longus, Tribune 
of the victorious twentieth Legion, and his 


Son Longinus, in Honour of the Emperors 


Dioclefian, and Maximian. Another was 
diſcovered in 1653, (now at Oxford) inſcri- 
bed to Jupiter. | : _—

The Statue of Mitbras, in the Poſſeſſion of 
the late Rev. Mr. Preſcot, was found here ſorne 
| Years ago, and a beautiful Altar, and other 
Roman Antiquities, were found in the Yatch- 
; Field in 1779. * The Coins of YVeſpafian, Con- 
ftantius, Trajan, Hadrian, and other Roman 
Emperors have been diſcovered here. 


The Roman Legions quitted this Iſland 
in 448; afterwards the City was governed 
by the Britons, until the Saxon Conqueſt. 
| Ethelfrid, King of Northumbria, conquered 
it in 607, and put to Death 1000 of the 

Monks of Bangor, who came with Brochmail 

Leitbroc to its Aſſiſtance. 


Egbert, about the Year $28, wreſted it from 
the Britiſh Prince Mervyn, and his Wife 
Efylbt. 


| The Daniſh Pirates wintered here in 895, but 
were driven hence by Alfred the Great. After 
which, it was reſtored about go7, or 908, 
by the celebrated Etbelfleda, who was the 
Daughter of King Alfred, and Wife to Etbel- 
red, Earl of Mercia: After the Death of her 
Huſband ſhe governed Mercia, and W

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the Titles of Loxb and KING; and having 
erected nine Caſtles in different Parts of the 
Kingdom, ſhe died at Tamworth, in 922. 


King Epcas, in the Year 973, Was rowed 
in Trivm h from his Palace, on the South 
Bank of « Dee, to the Monaſtery of St. Fobn, 
(now the Pariſh Church of St. Jahr) by eight 
Kings. In the following Century it was ravag- 
ed by the Danes; wy Eqmund Ironſides being 
driven out, it was poſſeſſed by Canute, in 
1016. It was afterwards poſſeſſed by the Earls 
of Mercia, until the Norman Conqueſt in 
1066. The Conqueror, gaye this County to 
Gberbodus, a noble Fleming; but he dying, he 
appointed his Nephew Hugh Lap Lupus, the firſt 
Nerman Earl of Chefer, - to him he delega- 
ted a great Power; made 1t a County Palatine, 
and inveſted it with ſuch a ſovereign Jurifdic- 
tion, that the ancient Earls kept their own 
Parliaments. 


Hugb Lupus, by Virtue of the King $ 
Grant, (which runs in theſe Words, Tenere 
totum bunc Camitatum ſibi, et beredibus ſuis 
he libert ad Gladium, ficut ipſe Rex tenebat An- 
Far Coronam. ) created ſeveral Barons, to aſ-

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Chefter had been long a conſiderable Port;

Lupus was ſucceeded by his Son Ri- 
chard, who was drowned in his P from 
He governed 19 Years, and was 
ſucceeded by Ranulpb, ſurnamed Meſcbines, 
Son of Margaret, Siſter to Hugb Lupus. 


Ranulph died at Cheſter, A. D. 1129, and 
was ſucceeded by the heroic Ranulpb, II. 
ſurnamed Gerronijs, who having held the 


Earldom 25 Years, was poiſoned in 1153. 


He was buried at Chefter; his Son Hugh II. 


furnamed Cyveliac, ſucceeded him, and conti- 
nued in the Earldom 28 Years; he died at 
Leek, in Staffordſhire, and was buried at 
Cheſter. *

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He was ſucceeded by his Son Ranulph, 
furnamed Blundeville, who for his Benevo- 
lence was ſtiled, Ranulpb the Good. He ſer- 
ved in the Holy Wars, and was as celebrated 
as any of the Seven Champions in Chriften- 
dom. "es his Return, he _ — Caſtle, 
in this County. 


This Earl Ranulpb, was beſieged by the 


_ Welſh in the Caſtle of Rbudland, and was re- 


lieved by Roger Lacey, Conſtable of Cheſter, 
who collected a large Body of Fidlers, Mu- 
ficians, &c. who were then affembled, at 
the Fair of Hugh Lupus; the remarkable 
— of hich was, that no Thief, 
or Malefactor, that attended the Fair, ſhould 
be attached, or puniſned: With this motley 
Crew, Lacey marched into Wales, and rat- 
ſed the Siege; for which Service, Ranulpb 
rewarded him, with full Power over all 
Inſtruments of his Preſervation; with the 
Priviledge of licencing the Minſtrels. 


Fobn, Son of Roger Lacey aſſigned this 
Power to the Dutton Family. 


© The Anniverſary of this Solemnity, was,

This Earl died in 1232, and was buried 
at Cheſeer. 


Jobn, ſurnamed Scot, ſucceeded him in 
Right of his Mother Maude, Siſter to Rg- 
nulph the Good. He married Helen, Daugh- 
ter to Llewelyn ap Forwerth, Prince of North 
Wales, and died without Iſſue, (ſuppoſed to 


have been poiſoned,) having been Earl al- 
moſt 5 Years. 


The Line of the Earls failing, Henry III. 
took the Earldom into his own Hands, in 1237, 
and gave it to his Son Edward, afterwards 
K. Edward I. who with his Father, being ta- 
ken Priſoners, by Simon de Monford, at the 
Battle of Lewes, 1264; in order to purchaſe 
their Liberty, reſigned the Earldom to him, 
who enjoyed it but a ſhort Time, being ſlain 
at the Battle of Eveſham, 1265. 


Edward 
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Edward of Carnarvon, Son of Edward I. 
was ſummoned to Parliament, by the Title 
of Earl of Cheſter, 1303, and was ſucceed- 
ed by Edward of Windſor, his Son, in 1322. 


Edward of Woodſtock, commonly called 
the Black Prince, was created Earl of Che/- 
ter, 1333. His Son, Richard. of Bourdeaux, 
was created Earl of Cheſter in 1376, who in 
the 21ſt Year of his Reign, erected this Coun- 
ty into a Principality; which Honour was of 
a ſhort Duration, being repealed in the iſt 
Year of Henry IV. ; 


Henry, eldeſt Son of Henry IV, was crea- 
ted Earl of Cheſter 1399, and was ſucceeded 
by Edward, only Son of Henry VI, who 
was murdered after the Battle of Tewkſbury. 


Edward, eldeſt Son of K. Edward IV. 
was created Earl of Chefter 1471, ſoon af- 
ter the Murder of the late Earl, and ſuc- 
ceeded to the Throne, by the Name of EA. 
ward V. who with his Brother Richard, Duke 
of York, was murdered by their barbarous 
Uncle Richard, afterwards Richard III. 


Edward, only Son of Richard III. was 
created Earl of Cheſter, 1483, and died the 
next Year. Arthur, Son of King Henry VII. 

C 2 was 
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was created Earl of Cheſter, 1489, and was 
ſucceeded by his Brother Henry, in 1 504. 


The next created Earl was Henry Frede- 
rick Stuart, Son of James I. in 1610, who 
dying without Iſſue, was ſucceeded by Charles 
his Brother, in 1616, afterwards Charles I. 
who in 1630, created his Son Charles Earl 
of Cheſter, afterwards Charles II. 


The next created Earl of Cheſter was 
George, Son of King _ I. in 1714, and 
was ſucceeded by his eldeft Son Frederick, 
= 1728, who dying in 1750, was fucceed- 

* 1751 by his Son George, his preſent 

Majeſty, In 1762, George Auguſtus Frede- 
rick, eldeſt Son of his 2 * Majeſty, was 
created Earl of Cheſter. Having given a 
ſhort Account of the Earls of Chefter, we 
ſhall return to our Hiſtory. 


Here in 1159, Malcolm IV. of Scotland, 
ceded to Henry II. all the Lands that had 
been wreſted from the Eng Crown. 


In 1255, Llewelyn ap GD, Solon of 
Wales, carried Fire and Sword to the very 


Gates of Chefter; and in 1276, Edward I. 
appointed Chefter as the Place for Llewelyn

to do him Homage, whoſe Refuſal, ended 
with the Ruin of him and his Principality; 
for in 1300, Edward of Carnarvon, here re- 
ceived the final Acknowledgment of the 
Welſh, to the Sovereignty of England. Ri- 
chard II. viſited this his favourite City in 
1397, and in 1399, he was Prifoner in 
the Caſtle of Chefter, which Henry IV. had 


ſeized, and put to Death ſeveral of his 
Adherents. | 


In Owen Glendwr's Wars, this City was 
a Place d' Armes. In1459, Henny VI. with 
Queen Margaret, and her Son Edward, made 
a Viſit here, and beſtowed little Silver Swans 
on the Cheſhire Gentlemen, who eſpouſed 
her Cauſe. | 


Henry VII. and his Queen came here 
in 1493. In the Year 1617, Edward Bat. 
ton, Mayor, preſented King James I. with 
a gilt Cup, and in it a hundred Facobins 
of Gold. From this Time nothing 
ticular happened, till the City was in 
in the Calamities of a Siege, in conſe-

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February the third, 1645-6, on Terms that 
did them great Honour. King William 
viſited this City in the Year 1690. Here was 
a Mint forthe Cot of Silver, in the Reign 
of King William, III. and by an Act then 
paiſed, Cheſter was one the fix Cities in Exg- 
land, where an Aſſay Maſter was appointed. 


This City had for ſeveral Centuries pub- 
lic Stews, or Brothels, which were permit- 
ted by the Legiſlature, and the Houſes 
were diſtinguiſhed by having the Fronts 
white-waſhed, and their Signs painted on 
the Walls; they were ſuppreſſed in 1542. 


The WaLLs, which we ſhall now give a 
ſhort Account of, are the only entire Speci- 
men of antient Fortification now in the King- 
dom. They are a Mile and three Quarters, 


and a Hundred and one Yards in Circumfe- 


rence, and kept in excellent Repair by a Mu- 
rage Duty of Two- pence, on every Hundred 
Yards of 1r: Linen brought into the Port of 
Chefter. Etbelfleda is ſaid to have encompatie:| 
the City. with Walls; ſhe moſt probably re- 
paired the ruined Fortifications, the whole 
Form of which plainly appears to have 
been Reman. The old Towers, which are 
within Bow-ſhot of one another, are ſtill 
{eEmalning. *

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- We ſhall lead the Traveller 'to this de- 
lightful and pleaſant Walk, beginning at 
the Eaſtgate, on the North fide of whi 
is a Flight of Steps. The beautiful and 
extenſive View, over a fine. flat 7 
interſperſed with Gentlemen's Seats, and 
Villages, is terminated by the Foreſt of 
Delamere. The lofty Tower which ſtands 


at the Angle, is called the Phanix Tower, 


and is uſed by ſome of the Companies of 
the City, as a Chamber for Buſineſs. The 
Phenix, the Creſt of the Painter Stainer's 
Company, is placed on the Front, with 
the Arms of the other Companies. 


From the Leads of this Tower, King 
Charles I. had the Mortification to fee his 
Army under Sir Marmaduke Langdale rout- 
ed by General Pointz, at the Battle of 
Rowton Moor. There are few Places that 
afford a finer Proſpect, looking Eaſt, or 
Weſt, than is ſeen from that Part of the 
Walls over the Northgate. Proceeding weſ- 
terly, is an extenfive Proſpect. over the 
Navigation Lands, of the Hills in Flintſbire, 
and Denbigbſbire; on the Sides of which 
are beautifully diſtributed, Churches, Caf- 
tles, Gentlemen's Seats, and Villages. The 
River Dee runs between Flintfoire, and 
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the Hundred of Wirral, which forms 
a part of the North View. The large 
projecting Tower at the Angle, is called 
the Water Tower, which formerly jutted 
into the Channel of the River, and to its 
Sides the Veſſels were uſed to be faſten- 
ed by Iron Rings infixed in the Stone. 
This Tower was built in 1320, and was 
by Contract finiſh'd, for the Sum of One 
Hundred Pounds. 


The Traveller is entertained in a long 
Walk, on the Weſt Side of the City, by 
Views of the Shipping and Port; the In- 
firmary; the Roodee, where the Races are 
run; the old Nuns Gardens, and the Cale; 
the Cauſeway, at the Bridge, which forms 
a fine Caſcade, and the View of the hang- 
ing Gardens, on the Banks of the Dee, 
are particularly beautiful. The Eaft View 
over a rich flat Country, of the Broxtox 
Hills, and Beefen Caſtle, finiſhes the Walk. 


The Liberties of the City, preſcribed by 
Edward the Black Prince, extend Weſt- 
ward, from a place called Tron Bridge, (on 
the Road to Eaton, ) acroſs the Wrexham 
Turnpike Road down to the Leach; then 
croſling Sal/tney Marſh, near the fecond 
| Mile 
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Mile Stone, and the River, lead up to Blacon 
Point; and along the Courſe of the Old River, 
turning up to Stone Bridge; and along the 
Brook Side, croſs the Parkgate Road, and 
lead up to Beach Pool; and by the Side of the 
Brook, lead to Flookers Brook; then crofling 
the Canal, and the two Turn pike Roads to 
London; lead down to the River Side, 

ſite to [ron Bridge; making in the whole about 
the Compaſs of eight Miles. 


The Port of Chefter extends down to 
the End of Wirral, and the Coroner of the 
City, executes his Office there, when occa- 
ſion requires. 


CORPORATION. 


The Corporation of Chefter conſiſts of a 
Mayor, Recorder, Two Sheriffs, Twenty- 
four Aldermen, and Forty Common-council 
Men, Two of which are Leave-lookers, whofe 
Buſineſs it is, to inform of all Perſons, that are 
not free of the City, and exerciſe any Trades 
within its Liberties. The two ſenior Alder- 
men are Murengers; who receive the Mu 
Duty, which is apply'd to the ra. of 
keeping the City Walls in repair. There are 
TWO Treaſurers, who generally are the next

Henry VII. granted the City a new 
Charter, and ſeveral of it's moſt valuable 
Privileges: He ſeparated it from the Coun-

Honour of Cheſter, he granted the 
ollowing Arms, Half the Lions of England, 
and Half the Coat of Ranulpb III. conjoin- 
ed in Pale.

Nearly oppolite to the Church, is the 
Conduit, which was built in 1582; towards 
the Expences of the Work, a Collection 
was made in the City; the Offley's contri- 
buted largely; Mr. Thomas Alderſey gave 
Ten Pounds, which accounts for his Arms 
being placed on the Face of the Edifice, 
lower down the Bridge Street, than thoſe of 
the Earl of Leicefter's, Chamberlain of Cg 
ter, and the Earl of Derby's, Lord Lieute- 
nant of the Counties 1 Cheſter and Lan- 
caſter, both within the Garter.

Leading from the Croſs, Eaſtward, is 


EASTGATE STREET, 


a large ſpacious Street 8 
or

the Kina. It is about 209 Yards in 
Length, and in moſt Parts 15 Yards in 
Breadth. On the right Hand Side is Fleſp- 
monger's Lane, or 8 Street, and oppo- 
ſite, is St. Werburgh's Lane, leading to the 
Cathedral. 


Over-croſs this Street is a magnificent 
Arch, erected in 1769, at the Expence of 
Richard Lord Grofvenor, upon the Site where, 
a few Years ago, the old Eaſt Gate ſtood; 
which conſiſted of two wide Arches, of Ro- 
man Architecture; the Eaſt Side was covered 
by a large Tower, of later Workmanſhip, on 
the Face of which were placed four Shields, 
with the Arms of Edward III. and is ſaid 
to have been erected by him. 


This had been a Porta principalis, was 
the Grand Entrance into the Town, and 
was upon the great Watling Street Road from 
Dover to this Place. This was the Gate 
formerly held by the Earls. of Oxford. oy 


- Paſſing under the Arch, you enter Fore- 
gate, or Foreſt Street, which is a ſpaciqus

Nearly oppoſite to this Street, is Love 
Lane, where a conſiderable Trade is carri- 
ed on, in making Tobacco Pipes, great 
Quantities of which are exported; at the 
Bottom is Barkers Lane, w here the Tan- 
ners have their Yards. TEN? 


A little below, ſtood a ſtrong Poſtern 
Gate a ſew Years ago, called the Bars; 
which divided Foregate Street, from the 
Suburbs, called Bouchrox; which is a 
very wide Street: upon the right Hand Side 
ſtands the Place of Execution Tor Criminals; 
nigh this Spot, George Marſh was burned, 
for his Adherence to the Proteſtant Cauſe, 
in the Reign of the cruel Q. Mary. 


A little further, on the right Hand 'Side, 


Juſt where the Roads to Nantwich and Whit- 
church 
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church divide, ftood the Hoſpital for Lepers, 
inſtituted in the begining of the Reign of 
K. Edward II. and is ſtill uſed as a Place 
of Interrment for the Pariſh of St. Ofwald; 
it is now called Spittal Bougbton. 


Near this Place is a pleaſant Retreat, 
called Baxxer WIL; affording a moſt 
beautiful. Proſpect, from whence Perſons of 
a nautical Genius may find vaſt Pleaſure, 
in failing up the Dee, to Eaton, the Seat 
of Lord Greſvenor. Here is an excellent 
cold Bath. 


At a ſmall Diſtance are the Cherry Gar- 
dens, whoſe pleaſant Walks and Arbours 
entice a great Number of People, in the 
Summer Time. 

WATERGATE STREET. 


The Weſt, or Watergate Street, is in Length 


about 429 Yards, and about 11 Yards in 
Breadth. On the Right Hand Side is Gorf# 
Lane, which has no Paſſage through now; 
though it formerly communicated with the 
Northgate Street, near the Fiſh Shambles.

Cloſe to the Cuſtom Houſe is Lower Lane, 
or New Linen Hall Street. Oppoſite is Vi- 
cholas Street. Near this Place, was a Houſe 
of Grey Friars, which was as antient as the 
Time of K. III. Speed ſays it was 
founded by K. Jobn. Mr. Heſteth's late 
Wine Vaults are a Part of the Buildings. 


A little below is The New Linen Hall, 
built by the [ri Linen Merchants in the 
Year 1778. It is a handſome Brick Buil- 
ding, and contains 111 Shops, encloſing a 
ſpacious Area. 


In the lower Part of the Field, where 
the Hall is built, in the Year 1779, in dig-

The Hypocauft conſiſted of the fame Num-

The Sudatory ſtood lower down, much 
nearer the Gate; the upper Floor of which 
was Zr by Twenty-four Pillars, com- 

Tiles, nine Inches ſquare, and two 
Inches thick, filled up with a fine red Clay; 
on the Top of each Pillar, was 
Tile of two Feet ſquare, which ſeemed to 
have ſupported a double Floor of coarſe Ce- 
ment; round the Sides of the Room, there 
appeared to have been a Row of Tunnel 
Bricks, (like thoſe found a few Years ago 
at Wroxeter,) fixed with their upper Ends
